THE TURK AND ENGLAND. 
DanF^er of a rupture between Turkey 
and Great Britain increases momentarily. 
From time to time reports have filtered 
throujrh the more or less strict censorship 
that Angora was moving troops to the Iraq 
border and that Britain was mobilizing her 
planes and Arab soldiery for ''eventuali­ 
ties.” 
Now comes the opposition West­ 
minister Gazette which unqualifiedly de­ 
clares that the Turks will seize Mosul if 
the league verdict is against them. 
While recognizing that the opposition 
newspaper’s 
interpretation 
of the troop 
movement is more or less biased because 
of its position that Britain should with­ 
draw from the whole Mesopotamian mud­ 
dle, London nevertheless considers the new 
w ar report extremely serious, admitting 
the truth of the troop movements, the St. 
Louis Star comments. 
The tension which 
has been 
growing 
isince 
Kemal’s 
forced 
revision 
of the 
Sevres treaty at Lausanne is in no wise 
lessened by the recent decision of the 
court of International Justice which, in 
substance, decreed that if Turkey and 
Britain could not settle the matter between 
themselves, the council of the League of 
Nations m.ust settle the issue without tak­ 
ing the vote of the parties to the dispute. 
Britain now has nominal suzerainty of 
the villayet of Mosul, but Kemal is de­ 
termined that even this nominal rule shall 
revert to Angora. 
Mosul is Turkish to the 
core. 
The territory is purely Turkish and 
its population 
is 
mainly 
osmanli. 
The 
league commission 
tacitly 
admitted the 
fact in its second recommendation to the 
league council, when it advised that un­ 
less the whole villayet could be warned 
to the British mandate of Iraq for twenty- 
five years, it was preferable to award the 
disputed territory to Turkey, "whose in­ 
ternal conditions 
and 
external 
political 
situation were incomparably more stable 
than those of Iraq.” 
Yet Britain insists upon Mosul because 
of its oil possibilities. 
The whole British 
])osition, in the words of the Turks, "stinks 
of oil.” 
British 
oil 
magnates are well 
aware that the exploitation of the Mosul 
fields will be easier, richer and cheaper 
than the Persian and Egyptian fields. 
If 
they fall into the hands of the Turks, it is 
but natural that they will compete with 
the British companies in the Near East and 
in the Far East, and that most likely the 
competition will lie ruinous. 
Kernel and his allies are determined 
that Turkish 
prestige 
and natural geo­ 
graphical territory shall not fall into alien 
hands. 
They have dared the British to 
])roceed with their grab policy. 
IMilitary 
preparations have been rushed and "the 
Turkish army, numbering about 300,000, 
is well prepared, has ample stores and am­ 
munition, and a large and well-equipped 
force is alre;idy on the Iraq frontier.” 
If 
Kemal can bring it about, Mosul will be to 
the British what IMorocco and Syria are to 
France— there will be no peace 
Already Islam is deeply stirred against 
European aggression, and is keenly consci­ 
ous of its own solidarity. 
Should Britain 
try forcibly to take i\Iosul it may be the 
match to the whole Islamic powder maga­ 
zine. 
The IVIosul question bids fair there­ 
fore to hold the world's most serious atten­ 
tion long before the next meeting of the 
Gouncil of the League of Nations in Ge­ 
neva in February.

The invention and use of 
gun powder in war had made useless the 
feudal castles of the nobility as strong 
places, and the growing luxury of the 
times had made the nobles discontented 
with

French invasions of Italy had made the 
French familiar with the more refined 
civilization of that country, then in full 
flush of the Renaissance.

The peasant who housed in a hovel and 
his lord lived in an all but heatless house, 
into which all the winds of winter poured 
through the glassless windows. 
The chill 
of the stone walls and floors in winter was 
penetrating. The floors were covered with 
rushes, into which all the refuse of the 
house and the debris from the rough ban­ 
quets were thrown, there to remain for 
days, save such as was eaten by the dogs. 
The toilet facilities were of the frankest, 
and troughs in the castle yard were the 
bath tubs for those who wanted an "all 
over” scrub. 
The bed chamber of the lord 
and his lady was the only private apart­ 
ment in the castle, and the privacy was not 
always as we understand the word. 
The 
walls of the room were sometimes hung 
with tapestry or painted, but just as often 
the rough stone was left bare. 
There 
were cups and knives for table use but no 
forks, and fingers took their place. Rather 
oddly, in a none too clean age, there were 
napkins. 
Going to bed 
in 
those days 
meant stripping to the skin and getting be­ 
tween the coverings in a state of nature. 
And always there was war. 
The Age of
